In the case of the Morocco loan, we had to protest against 
a similar policy, and to record a like result. The Moorish 
Emperor obtained money with ease in Lombard street beeause 
he had made a convention with the Queen, and but for that 
convention he would never have obtained asixpence. That 
case, it is true, was much stronger than the present. The 
Emperor of Moroceo mortgaged for his loan certain Customs 
revenues, and engaged with the Bratesh Gover nment to pay those 
revenues to the Commissioners of the lritish Government. 
But the Sultan has made no such engagement. Lord Hobart, 
who goes out for six months, or his successor, if there be 
one, has no coneern with the repayment of the money, 
He has only to do with the spending of it. He has to see 
that it is spent in discharging pre-existing liabilities, and 
not in harems or in court toys. The Moorish convention 
gave our Government a good casus deli in case the interest was 
not forthcoming, but the Turkish loan has no similar ad- 
junct. Ifthe money is spent as Lord Russell says it shall 
be, and Lord Hobart certifies its being so spent, all that the 
British Government is concerned in is performed.

The Eng- 
lish Government has net done so much as im the case of 
Meroceo, and therefore it has not so much to regret. 


But still there is something to regret. These indefinite 
sanctions to foreign loans, in our judgment, are very mislead- 
ing now, and may easily be very dangerous hereafter. The 
eredit of England is so great, and her power is so great, that 
she cannot intervene with the tip of her finger in a financial 
matter without occasioning excitement and enthusiasm. And 
such influenee is aeeompanied by an analogous: ae 
England should not lead people to believe she will see them 
paid unless she intends to see them paid. All lenders are 
not lawyers, They will not scan the words of the contract 
minotely or exactly: if they see the British Government 
busied in the borrowing, they expect it will be equally busy 
in repaying, and this is all they know. [If the British Go- 
vernment give the least aid to the borrower, assuredly in 
case of default it will have either to give its aid to the lender 
at the cost of a possible war, or to refuse that aid with the 
certainty of imputed ill faith, and the consciousness of having 
indaced persons to lend their money in exclusive reliawce on 
that aid if needful. 

If a nation with good credit like England thinks it right 
(and there are doubtless rare and exceptional occasions when 
it is right) to aid the loans of a minor nation which has ‘less 
credit, the true way is simple. Let it guarantee the loan. 
We shal! then know what we are doing ; we shall have a fall 
discussion of the subject; Parliament will attend to it, 
and the nation will know of it. We adopted this course with 
the Turkish 4 per Cents., and in consequence that stock 
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stands at 1031, and is one of the best securities in the money 
market. But let us not, by a semblance of intervention, 
create a natural but erroneous illusion of reliance. Do not} 
let it be said that the English Government helped a foreign 
Government to borrow of Englishmen, and would not help 
Englishmen to recover their money. Do not let us, without 
distinct thought, without discussion in Parliament, without 
the concurrence or the knowledge of the country, involve 
ourselves in indefinite and perpetual obligations to recover 
money which certain individuals may have lent a particular 
foreign Potentate. 


BELLIGERENT PERSISTENCE OF THE 
FEDERALISTS. 
Ir would be rash to offer a confident prediction as to how 
long the belligerent power, or the belligerent resolution, of 
either section of the Americans may hold out. Nearly all 
prophecies relating to that remarkable people are and must | 
be pretty much conjectures in the dark and at random, for 


their Past throws little light upon their Future, and our know- ; 
ledge whether of their circumstances or of their character is 
neither full enough nor certain enough to justify any positive 
assertions. We can only call attention from time to time to 
events and coneiderations which throw fitful gleams of light 
on these perplexing matters. 

It is at first sight surprising that the extent to which the 
ordinary life of many of the most active classes in the North 
must have been interfered with by the war should not have 
been more felt and more complained of. Merchants, it would 
seem, must have suffered terribly. Imports of many of the 
current articles of commerce have nearly ceased; the trade 
with England and France—especially where that trade con- 
cerned luxuries and elegancies—has been reduced to some- 
thing like a third of its usual magnitude ; the means cf the 
“ spending” classes must have been deplorably curtailed, 
and the employment of the labouring classes proportionably 
diminished ; and distributors at least, if not producers, must 
to a great extent have found their occupation gone. Yet the 
mercantile and moneyed circles have raised no outery ; we 
hear of no pressure on the local rates, and no augmentation 
or dangerous congestion of the destitute poor; and neither 
clerks nor artisans seem to have been extensively thrown out 
of work. In a word, the Northerners appear to have enjoyed 
a remarkable exemption from that privation and disorgani- 
sation which usually bear so heavily upon a country engaged 
in war. Perhaps it is scarcely too much to say that, up to 
the present time, England has suffered more from the war 
than the United States. 

Several causes have contributed to prevent distress being 
widely felt, as well as to prevent its being loudly proclaimed. 
Many merchants, no doubt, have encountered the severest 
losses, if not absolute ruin, from the interruption to the 
regular course of commerce ;—but merchants, we know, do 
not usually proclaim their losses, and in this instance pa- 
triotism as well as prudence (or perhaps it would be more 
correct to say, social as well as commercial prudence) has kept 
them silent. Manufacturers, perhaps, have rarely been so 
busy or done so well. Producers in America are occupied 
rather with the common necessaries than the superfluous 
luxuries of life, and the diminished expenditure of the rich 
has been more than compensated by the enormously increased 
expenditure of the Government. Orders have flowed in for vast 
quantities of goods, and neither the price demanded nor the 
quality supplied have been subjected to any rigid serutiny. 
The makers of cottton goods and the importers of woollen 
goods must have made fabulous profits. In truth, the public 
outlay of a country can never be suddenly increased by scores 
of millions without creating a very sudden and universally 
felt, if a factitious and temporary, prosperity. The miscel- 
laneous and semi-vagrant population of the large towns have, 
from the same cause, found an actual increase in their mis- 
cellaneous functions, and a positive improvement in their 
ordinary position. ‘The clerks, artisans, and labourers, too, 
who have been thrown out of work by the disturbance of the 
habitual channels of industry and trade, have been, to an 
extraordinary extent, drafted off into the ranks of the volun- 
teer army, where their pay is ample, and their equipment 
and commissariat by no means bad. In fact, a new trade 
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has been created, which has absorbed 500,000 of those 
would otherwise have been unemployed, distressed, and 4 
contented. Hitherto the actual money spent and scattered |

We need not, therefore, be surprised that the Federalists_ 
all among them, at least, except the anxious and forebodi 
few who look far into the future—should feel strangely at 
their ease in the gigantic war they are waging; should he 
by no means in a burry to bring it to an end; and should 
have no misgivings as to their own power to continue it fo 
any length of time and to close it by a signal and conclusiys 
triumph, Recent successes appear to have added to thiy 
feeling, and to have apparently removed one of their mogs 
imminent dangers to a considerable distance. The Ameri, 
cans, though a shrewd, are a peculiarly excitable and gay 
guine people; and in the face of Mr Chase’s unreserved 
financial expositions, they do not seem to dread the natural 
consequences of paper money and a war carried on “ 

“ tick ”;—for we find that each Federal victory reduces th 
premium on gold, A very decided triumpl—if such a ome 
should beachieved—would probably send up Treasury notes tp 
par. If the natural enthusiasm can only be stimulated and 
maintained at such a pitch as to make them consider Govern. 
ment bonds and bilis as good as dollars, they may carry off 
the war almost indefinitely, provided they can still retain or 
procure gold enough to pay foreign nations for such articles 
as cannot be dispensed with, and yet can only be 
abroad. But all this is butlt on faith; and the first disheart. 
ening reverse may bring on a sudden and disastrous 
There is acertain hollowness at the foundation which may 
well dismay the timid and forecasting. 

To those, however, who can look far and avoid the dig. 
turbance and excitement of too close a proximity to the vary. 
ing events of each successive day, it seems pretty obvious 
that the real difficulties and dangers of the Federalists 
are now beginning. No doubt their soldiers are far better dis 
ciplined, and their officers both more experienced and better 
selected, than they were six months since, and such discredit. 
able panics as that at Ball’s Run are probably no longer to 
be apprehended. But their course of aggressive warfare has 
begun, The Confederates appear to be retiring in all direc. 
tions; and as the Unionists follow them they will have to 


‘advance into a hostile country, with few roads, with some 


swamps, and with many forests ;—very difficult and perilous 
for assailants, admirably adapted for defence ;—scantily in- 
habited, and inhabited only by enemies, and laid waste by 
the retreating foe. The expense of taking corps d'armé 
of 100,000 men each through such territories must be as 
formidable as the danger ;—everything must be carried with 
them, and their communications must be carefully guarded. 
The mere distances they will have to march day by day will 
be more fatal than the enemy they may have to encounter 
any hour. On the other hand, there can, we apprehend, be 
little question, judging from the scraps of information (for 
they are really little more) which reach us from various 
quarters, that the Confederate forces are in a bad 
plight,—in want of some of the necessaries of military 
life,x—in still greater want of some of the most indis 
pensable materials of military strength,—ill-provided, io 
fact, with medicine, clothing, artillery, and ammunition 
These deficiencies will tell against them grievously when it 
comes to actual fighting :—they need not tell against thems 
seriously if a retreating and Fabian policy is adopted 

pertinaciously persisted in. If the Confederates are it 
reality as resolute, as united, and as prepared for any 
extremity as is represented, and as we believe, we do not 
conceive that the mere military preponderance or martial 
successes of the Northerners need dismay them or force them 
to surrender. But it cannot be denied, and need not be 
disguised, that a continuance of the disastrous reversed 
which have recently fallen on their arms may very severel, 
try both their resolution and their union.

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If an inspector does not see the state in which a boy enters, 
he cannot tell how much the school has done forhim. He 
can ascertain his attainments at the time, but he cannot 
ascertain their history. He may have learned much of 
them before he came to that school at some other one or at 
home; or he may have learned them all at that school. 
The instraction of the place may have scarcely altered him 
at all, or may wholly have made him what he is. The test of 
periodical examination—the only test applicable—is not 
searching enough to detect in all cases the precise truth. 

Again, this test fails on the other side. It, as we have 
seen, may pay the school for what it did not do—for infor- } 
matiou which it did not give, which was learned elsewhere; 
and it may also not pay the school for what it really did do. |’ 
There may have been a good deal of general improvement in 
a child from attendance at school—there often has been— 
and yet he may not read as well as he should. Elemen- 
tary education has been so much neglected, that we are much 
more familiar with this exceptional case than under a 
better system we should be. If we begin: to pay 
for reading, we shall get more and better reading 
than any we have had as yet. But under any system 
there will always be some cases of general improve- 
ment, but yet not of sufficient specific improvement. The 
school will not be paid for what it did, because, though its 
work was very valuable, it was not the precise work which 
the State tests by education, or which is capable of being so 
tested. 

Again, the test is on the face of it severe. It 2s harsh to 
pay nothing for failures, A boy may be stupid by nature and 
by inheritance ; he may have led exactly the past life which 
least fits him for being taught; he may still lead out of 
school the sort of life which least fits him for being taught; 
and therefore, on the day of examination, he may not know 
enough. And yet the master may have taken much pains 
with him, more than with many quicker and more intelligent 
boys. Certainly it is hard that such persons should be 
entirely unrequited. The Old Code placed “ failure” in the 
same rank as achievement, which was too futile to en- 
dure discussion, and which no one now defends; but the 
New Code is too severe in paying nothing for efforts which 
may have been very meritorious, and only just fallen short 
of the mark. 

Lastly, the dependence of the entire grant upon the success 
of an examination, naturally and inevitably introduces some 
uncertainty into the amount of that grant which a particular 
school may obtain in a particular year. This uncertainty is 
just now much magnified. We believe a well-managed school 
will constantly approximate to a good yearly average ; 
people will find they can teach with more sure efficacy than 
they imagine. Still there must always be some uncertainty ; 
and the class of persons who would in many districts have 
to bear it are the last who should be asked to bear it. * The 
poorer clergy have little money to stand pecuniary risk, and 
little business ability to ward off that risk; and, naturally 
enough, they dread the very idea of risk. They much fear 
the metamorphosis of a school into a speculation, and though 
their apprehensions are very exaggerated, yet they have 
some basis, and are entitled to more consideration. 

Upon these grounds, therefore, we would suggest that 
some modification should be made of the mode in which the 
Revised Code applies its fundamental principles, The Com- 
missioners recommended that half the capitation grant should 
be dependent on the examination, and half be payable on 
attendance merely, and this seems a moderate and fair 
arrangement. 















































































Since the above was in type, we learned that the Govern- } 
ment have agreed that a substantial part of the grant should 
be given independently of examination.

* ment, feeling sensible that this toll would operate as a discou-

payment of the whole toll on Belgium itself, and from that 
“ time vessels coming up to Antwerp were free from toll. 
“ That was a voluntary engagement on the part of Belgium, 
“ depending on a law passed by the Belgian Chambers, and

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Belgium desired to make this capitalisation of the Scheldt 
dues one of the conditions of the Freneh treaty. Franee, 
however, would not submit, though comparatively little of 
her commerce goes up the Scheldt, and insisted on the eon- 
tinuanee of the present system, and Belgium gave way. 
England is, therefore, now in the position with regard to 
Belgium of the least favoured nation, though the treaty of 
commerce actually in foree would not give that impression. 
There is in it a clause whieh puts England on the same foot- 
ing with the most favoured nation with which no “special 
“commercial treaty exists.” But she had no sooner done 
this than she began dispensing special commercial treaties to 
all her neighbours—France, Holland, Luxembourg, and the 
Zollverein—all except England. When we remonstrated in 
1859, and insisted that we ought at least to be as well 
treated as France, Belgium rephed that it was but 
fair, but that we must wait till the special treaty 
with France, then about to expire, was at an end. 
We did wait, and then came the Anglo-French 
commercial treaty, during the negotiation of which we ought 
to have made our own terms with Belgium. But our Foreign 
Minister overlooked the matter, and when at length we pressed 
for a revised treaty, the French bad already made their terms, 
Since then, Belgium has offered similar terms to one, if not 
two, other nations,—but to us she offers nothing except on 
condition of this extortionate payment for Scheldt dues, which 
no one else is asked to pay. 

As a result of this really unfriendly conduct towards a 
nation that has done more to support her politically than any 
other in Europe, English goods are now paying enormous 
differential duties to Belgium as compared with the same 
class of French goods,—so that some deseriptions of York- 
shire woollen goods actually pay the French duty of 15 per 
cent., and then the Belgian duty on French goods of 15 
per cent. more, and all the ecst of this circuitous route through 
France over the Belgian border, to ayoid the enormous 
duty of 35 per cent. levied in Belgium. Phat Belgium 
should be jealous of English worsted and woollen manufac- 
tures is not perhaps surprising, but her treatment of English 
silks is almost ecaptious. French silks now pay 3 franes the 
kilogramme, English 11 francs 60 centimes, giving a dif- 
ferential duty of 8 francs 60 centimes on English silks. Add 
to this, that the French duties are now levied ad valorem, and 
English by a very complicated and onerous spectfic caleula- 
tion, and the ease of our commercial grievanee against this 
jealous little country is complete. 

Belgium should remember that though political treaties 
require us to support her political independence, there is all 
the difference in the world between the hearty support of a 
friendly nation indignant and eager for her defenee, and the 
lukewarm support of a nation whose people and parliament 
she has alienated by a selfish and exclusive poliey. 


THE AMERICAN TAX BILL. 
Ir is two and forty years since Sydney Smith, in words which 
now read like prophecies, warned the Americans not to plunge 
too recklessly into war :—‘‘ We can inform Jonathan what are 
“the inevitable consequences of being too fond of glory ;— 
“ Taxes upon every article which enters inte the mouth, or 
“ covers the back, or is placed under the foot—taxes upon 
“ everything which it is pleasant to see, hear, feel, smell, or 
“‘ taste—taxes upon warmth, light, and locomotion—taxes 
*‘ on everything on earth, and the waters under the earth— 
“ on everything that comes from abroad, or is grown at home 
‘‘ taxes on the raw material—taxes on every fresh value 
* that is added to it by the industry of man—taxes on the 
“ sauce which pampers man’s appetite, and the drug that 
*‘ restores him to health—on the ermine which decorates the 
*¢ judge, and the rope which hangs the criminal—or the poor 
‘‘ man’s salt, and the rich man’s spice—on the brass nails of 
“ the coffin, and the ribands of the bride—at bed or board, 
“ eouchant or levant, we must pay.—-The schoolboy whips 
“his taxed top—the beardless youth manages his taxed 
“ horse, with a taxed bridle, on a taxed road:—and the 
“ dying Englishman, pouring his medicine, which has paid 7 
“per cent., into a spoon that has paid 15 per cent.—flings 
“himself back upon his chintz bed, which has paid 22 
“ per cent.—and expires in the-arms of an apothecary who 
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‘* has paid a licence of a hundred pounds for the privilege of 


“ putting him to death. His whole property is then imme- 
“ diately taxed from 2 to 10 per cent. Besides the probate, 
“ large fees are demanded for burying him in the chancel ; 
*« his virtues are handed down to posterity on taxed marble ; 
« and he is then gathered to his fathers—to be taxed no more.” 
It is a sufficient description of the new American Tax Bill to 
say that it reads like a reproduction of that brilliant ex- 
aggeration. There is scarcely a tax mentioned which it does 
not impose, and it imposes them all at once. It has been 
our unhappy lot to study many strange projects of finance, 
to examine Indian “sketch estimates,” and to try to make 
| sense of the dreamy guesses which Frenchmen are accus- 
} tomed to call a Budget, but a report like this is beyond the 
| range of the widest experience. If the Committee had tried 
} carefully and patiently to devise a scheme which should 
| disgust the nation with honesty, they could not have suc- 
ceeded better. Never was such a douche of cold water 
poured on a feverish patient, and the doctors may well re- 
mark that if his constitution endures the strain he has every 
chance of longevity. Every principle of finance seems to 
have been set aside, every lesson which we have learnt 
through such long and weary experiments is repudiated 
with disdain. Instead of a few searching imposts collected 
at small expense, and interfering but little with trade, 
the Committee seem to have sought a guarantee for solvency 
in the range of their taxing scheme instead of in its pro- 
ductiveness. They propose to reduce the North at once to 
the position which England oceupied at the close of a hun- 
dred and fifty years of almost incessant war. Every variety 
of medicine, every kind of purge, bitter, blister, and cup- 
ping machine is applied to the patient at once. Before the 
income tax has been swallowed he is called on to pay a 
licence duty, and has not recovered that shock when the 
assessed taxes have to be paid—a strengthening preparation 
for demands which extend to everything that he writes, 
everything that he eats, everything that he drinks, and 
almost everything that he wants to do. A measure of 
itaxation so searching or so oppressive was never, we 
venture to say, yet proposed by a Government,even by one 
which directed that first of taxing machines, a popular 
Assembly resolved on a just and popular war. The direct 
taxes are first in importance, and the Committee propose 
as a mere beginning an income tax of sevenpence-halfpenny 
in the pound, begianing with incomes above 120/ 
a year. Lest that should not be sufficient, they wish to 
impose a licence duty on every kind of trade, varying from 
4l a year to 40/1, a tax of 2/ a year on every carriage, 4/ a 
year on every billiard table, and a tax upon bowlers, levied 
at so much per alley. Then comes another clause sweeping 
enough to take away the breath of an ordinary financier, 
which imposes an excise duty of three per cent. upon all manu- 
Jactures ad valorem,—an impost which, we should imagine, 
unites the largest amount of expense, the greatest difficulty 
in collection, and the smallest relief to the Treasury, of all 
‘the imposts ever devised. Only imagine a tax-collector 
‘levying three per cent. ad valorem upon the month’s out-turn 
of beads and brushes, the stock of a mantua-maker, or the 
supply of a seller of toffy. The absurdity of such a scheme 
is almost too patent for laughter. There is scarcely a nation 
on earth, not even the English, which would bear the 
organised espionage such a scheme would require, and not, 
we hope, another group of financiers who would not perceive 
that the expenses of collection must be as great as the sums 
received. Twopence more on the income tax would, we 
‘venture to say, be worth them all. 


Passing from the direct taxes, we come to the semi-direct, 
imposts that is, which may be avoided, but which are not 
custom-house dues. These are most of them taxes on inland 
trausit. Besides a whole system of stamps, the Committee 
propose that every passenger by railway should pay two mils 
(two-fifths of a farthing) per mile, and by steamboat half 
that amonnt, while proprietors of omnibuses, horse railroads, 
and ferry boats, are taxed three per cent. on their gross re- 
cetpis. Lastly, advertisements are taxed in the same way, 
but to a greater amount. ‘These are al! taxes which in one 
shape or another we have been made to pay, which may be 
collected with ease, and which are only objectionable from 
the absurdly inquisitoria: way in which they are to be levied. 
An advertisement duty has in England only just been

Finally, we descend to excisable articles, and the Com, 
mittee take a wide sweep. It must suffice to say here that] 
beer, cigars and snuff, gas and all oils, paper and soap, gole | 
leathers and upper leather, salt and flour, are all se 
taxed, and frequently at rates varying according to quality, | 
but always at rates so low as to raise the cost of collection 
to a preposterous level. The Committee, in fact, seem to 
have forgotten that a tax costs something to gather. 
that a penny a pound on soap, and a penny a pound on 
salt, are not equal to twopence a pound on either. If the 
American “mob” has indeed the brain and the h 
to bear a tax like the one upon salt, which is stri 
a poll tax, and redresses the unjust exemptions 
under the income tax, so much the better for them and 
their future. But if that is really the case, why nog) 
lay the amount required at a stroke, instead of repeati 
the operation at double expense by another poll tax on soap 

The Bill, we hope and believe, will scarcely pass as it stands, 
If it does, if the spirit of the people and the urgent imps. 
tience of Mr Chase prove too much for the cooler heads of 
the Senate, the Republic will be exposed to a trial mor 
severe than the one which it has not even yet escaped. The 
arrangements have been purposely made to bear lightly op

NOTE ON THE SEASON. 


Acarn we have experienced one of those sudden changes of weather 
tor which the past autumn and winter have been so rei 

For the last fortnight, and during the last week especially, the | 
quantity of rain has been very great. On the 21st instant there | 
was a considerable fall of snow followed by rain, so that all out-door 
work has been stopped, and many of the low-lying districts have 
been flooded. The land, which a fortnight since was dry, has 
now become completely sodden, and it will require some days 
without any rain before the sowing of spring corn or the proper 
preparation of the meadows can be effected. Unless the wheat 

be forced too forward by abundant moisture, it will probably be 
rather benefited by the rain, especially on the light soils, as the 
alternations of frost and mild weather had loosened the roots, and 
the heavy moisture now renders the soil more solid. Some com- 
plaints, too, were made of wire-worm, the ravages of which will be 
much checked, if not stopped, by the wet. The lambing season has 
been prolific, but the ewes and lambs have recently suffered a good 
deal from the heavy and continuous rains. Where shed room is de- 
ficient and cattle have been allowed to remain in the fields, 
have also suffered from the same cause, while hay has been wa’ 
and the land badly poached. The worst effect of the somewhat 
unseasonable weather will be to retard barley and oat sowing, a 
well as the preparation of the land for mangold wurtzel, —and, if 
the wet weather shall continue, for turnips also. 


FARMING IN HAMPSHIRE. | 


In continuation of our remarks made last week on the able Prise 
Essay of Mr Wilkinson on Hampsbire Farming, we resume th 
subject as containing matter of very practical and suggestive 
character. We last week referred exclusively to the North 
Woodland district of the county, consisting mainly of strong land. |

His farm consists of 
acres of arable and 25 acres-of pasture land. He has thrown 
downall his hedges on the arable land. The soil—a sandy loam with 
a “stiff putty-like subsoil "—has been well drained. ‘ He has no 
regular system of rotation, but his crops of wheat follow in very 
close succession, and are taken any how and anywhere, if he 
thinks the land capable of producing them. The result for twenty- 
nine is, that he has never failed in rearing a good crop 
in anything like a favourable season, which shows that more 
on season than on cultivation or rotation. He has, how- 
ever, this general scheme: two-fifths of the whole farm wheat, 
one-fifth potatoes, one-fifth oats, one-fifth grass and roots.” 
For years Mr Blundell has annually 300/ worth of potatoes, and 
has besides grown 460 sacks of wheat. ‘* On the whole, the pota- 
toes have been more profitable than the wheat, and yet the wheat 
has run up to 52 bushels per acre and 63 lbs per bushel.” The 
ing account of his adaptation of the existing farm-buildings 
affords a useful lesson to furmers as well as landowners :—‘* Mr 
Blundell’s farm-buildings are well worthy of attention, though he 
has constructed nothing new. Finding here the usual old barn, 
with wooden walls and thatched roof, and sheds of the same con- 
struction, such as would be called in their original state anything 
but good, he did better than throw them down and rebuild ; he 
adapted, at very trifling expense, old premises to new circum- 
stances. There is now no farm-yard in the ordinary acceptation 
of the term, no cattle wandering about, no rough cows, no poor 
pigs. He considers a farm-yard a bad place for a manure store. 
vwseeee LO put 20 or 30 tons of straw into a yard, to turn a few 
cows and pigs over it, and then as soon as it is wet to cart it out, 
is held to be a wasteful system, however common. How, then, are 
the cattle housed and dung made? All the corn is thrashed and 
dressed by the rick side with steam power, so the barn is not 
wanted ; this, therefore, is converted into a feeding-house; the 
mows are excavated two feet, divided by moveable rails, the food 
is prepared on the floor, on which also the carts are backed, when 
the dung is hauled out straight from the pits to the field. Mr 
considers no feeding-houses that could be constructed 
‘ equal to a barn, where there is good height and ven- 
tiation. The bullocks are not tied up; they are littered deep 
with straw, and from their birth to their death there they stay.

seven ; do it 30 per cent. cheaper, and in every way better. The land' 
would be untrodden, the tillage would be deeper and more regular, 
the preparation for the seed-bed incomparably superior. He would 
have control over the work both in respect of time, of quantity, 
and of quality. He would be superior to circumstances, instead of 
being, as now he too often is, their victim. The cost of the 
apparatus would not be alarming, it would be repaid in a season 
or two (according to the size of his farm) by the sale of one-third 
or nearly one-half of his stock of horses, now become unnecessary, 
by the saving of their keep, and the increase of his crops.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Paris, Thursday Evening. 
The Bavk of France has this day reduced its rate of discount 
from 4 to 34 per cent. ‘his step hes been taken, it is said, in | 
consequence of a large increase in the metallic reserve and the 
accounts current. 


The “ extraordinary Budget ” of 1863, presented by M. Fould 
to the Corps Legislatif, estimates the ex'raordinary expenses at 
138,870,000f, of which 9,889,000f are for the War Department, 
17,000,000f for the Marine, 40,436,000f for railways, and 
40,569,300 for roads, bridges, canals, rivers, and agricultural 
works. The receipts are estimated at the same figure, of which 
57,500,000f are put down as the “disposable balance from the 
proceeds of the thirty years’ bonds issued by the Treasury, and 
the payment made by the Orleans and Lyons Railway Companies,” ’ 
10,000,000f for the indemuity from China, 3,000,000f for the sale 
of building ground, and the rest for the increased duties on salt 
and sugar, « 

The debates in the Corps Legislatif on the treaty of commerce 
with England have produced an effect on the country which has 
not only not yet died away, but which will probably continue to 
be felt for some time to come, especially in the manufacturing 
towns. That, however, M. Pouyer-Quertier and the other Prohi- 
bitionists were guilty of gro:s injustice, and indeed of monstrous 
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eee in affirming that the distress in the said towns was 
caused by the commercial treaty, is certain ; since everybody 
knows that it is owing to the closing of the American markets, 
and to the drain of money to pay for grain,—also, in a lesser de- 
gree, to the disturbed state of Italy and to the political disquietude 
which exists in France. But regret is felt thai M. Baroche, the 
Government orator, in answering these gentlemen, should not 
have dwelt strongly on the advantages which the treaty has pro- 
duced, and the still greater ones which it will produce, to con- 
sumers. Instead of doing that, his great object seemed to be to 

rove that it had done little injury to manufacturers, and might 

Yexpected to do less. Regret is also felt that he should have 
condescended to have recourse to what I must be allowed to call 
the discreditable expedient of holding up certain manufacturers to 
obloguy, and even indicating them to the vengeance of their work- 
men, for having sold at Havre a quantity of cotton which they 
are not able to work up at present, and which, on account of the 
high prices prevailing at that town, could be disposed of at a 
profit. Surely these people had a perfect legal and moral right to 
sell their cotton if they thought fit ; and it is really extraordinary 
that a Minister who professes to entertain liberal principles in 
commercial matters should blame them for so doing. 

The report on the operations of the Bank of France in the year 
1861, presented by the Directors to the shareholders in the recent 
annual meeting, has just been published, and the following are 
the principal points in it. The total operations of the Bank and 
the branches in 1861 were 6,556,695,000f—an augmentation of 
216,128,900f on those of the preceding year. The Bank in the 
course of the year opened a subscription for a new issue of 
786,000 railway bonds, and the demands of the public amounted 
to 2,972,449 bonds. The Bank undertook the operation for the 
sum of 700,000f, and of it 400,000f were absorbed in the expenses, 
In the last four years, the Bank has raised for railways 
1,200,307,500f. The rate of discount of the Bank underwent 
various fluctuations. On the 2nd January it was raised from 4} 


November it was reduced to 5. The amount of bills discounted 
year was 5,329,087,400f, which was 
245,730,900f more than in 1860. Of the total, 2,140,308,S00f 
were for Paris. The minimum amount of discountsat any one 
time was 430,176,500f on the 2ist of March; the maximum, 
633,649,400f on the 3lst of October. The advances made 
by the Bank on deposits of public scurities were 161,912,900f, on 
railway shares and bonds 306,752,600f, and on Credit Foncier 
bonds 3,862,800f. The total of theseadvances was 179,023,500f 
less than in 1860. The highest amourt of metallic reserve was 
on the 6th June, 1861, when it was 431,131,500f ; the lowest was 
on the 14th November, when it was 285,300,000f. The maximnm 
of notes in circulation was on the 30t: September, when it was 
802,192,500f ; the minimum on the 27th June,—702,304,100f. 
The maximum of accounts-current was 176,498,300f on the 7th 
January ; and the minimum, 98,163,000f on the 17th September. 
The report speaks as follows of the suspension of some Greek 
houses at Marseilles, one of the most remarkable events of the 
year :— 

In October, 1860, the Bank remerked that the paper of a certain num- 
ber of these Greek houses flowed in a greater degree than was reasonable 
to the branch bank at Marseilles. But the Director of that branch 
affirmed tht there was no danger, aud in proof he pointed to the good 
position which the firms enjoyed, the credit they enjoyed, their honour- 
able reputation ; and his opinion was supported by that of several mem- 
bers of his Council of Administration. However, at the beginning of 
the year 1861, the amount of the discounts of tbat origin again in- 
creased. It was known that the bills referred to had for the most part 
been created on the occasion of loans made by the Ottoman Government 
to bankers at Constantinople, and that the reimbursement of these loans, 
supported by effective guarantees, had fallen due and was exigible. The 
amount of these engagements, which on the Ist October, 1860, was at 
Marseilles about 12,300,000f, rose on the first March, 1861, to 
24,137,000f. The Bank gave orders to diminish gradually the engage- 
ments of the principal G:eek houses which presented the bills. Nothing 
was neglected for the preservation of our rights. Bat the Greek houses 
were in a state of great embarrassment: no succour came to them fiom 
Constantinople, where the most important part of what they owed was 
due tothem. The bil!s unpaid, constituting our credit, amounted at the 
beginning of July last, the dete of the last protests, to 27,446,889f 7lc, 
and we have been reimbursed 4,374,254f 5lc, so that there remained 
due 23,072,635f 20c. The reimbursement is guaranted:—1, by real pro- 
perty transferred to the Bank in the forms usually employed in the 
Levant; 2, by bonds on the Ottoman Government; 3, by mortgages on 
private persons. ‘The amount of these guarantees is 22,824,720f, and 
the Bank is in effective possession of them, except for a sum of about 
930,000f. 1t has accorded delay to the debtors. 

_ The report then expresses the opinion that the sum due will in 
time be paid; but it says that the Directors, in consequence of 
the non-payment by the Greek houses, has distributed a smaller 
dividend for the second half-year than they otherwise would have 
done. ‘The dividends were 72f for the first half-year, 75f the 
second (a shade more than 5/ 16s 6d per share). The total of

The prospectus has been issued of the new Turkish 
loan, negotiated through Messrs C. Devaux and Co. and the 
Ottoman Bank. The nominal total is 8,000,0007 in 6 per 
cent. bonds, issued at 68, making the sum to be actually 
raised 5,440,000/. The deposit is 5 per cent., and the re- 
mainder is to be paid in instalments extending to the lst of 
January, 1863. The interest will date from the commence- 
ment of the present year, and the whole loan will be ex- 
tinguished in 234 years by half-yearly drawings of bonds 
to be liquidated at par. The sinking fund is 2 per cent., 
or double the amount on the former Turkish loans. The 
operation is intended to enable the Ottoman Government to 
consolidate the floating debt, and to withdraw the depre- 
ciated paper currency; and as a guarantee that the 
proceeds will be devoted to this purpose, the British Go- 
vernment have, at the request of the Sultan, appointed a 
Special Commissioner, Lord Hobart, to see to their due 
application. The loan is specially secured by the hypothe- 
cation of the duties on tobacco, salt, stamps, and licences, 
estimated to produce 1,885,220/, or nearly three times the 
annual charge required of 640,000/ for interest and 
sinking fund. A permanent commission is to be ap- 
pointed of six members, of whom three will be nominated 
by the Turkish Government, one of them being the 
Minister of Finance for the time being, and the remaining 
three by the agents of the loan. These Commissioners will 
supervise the collection of the revenues hypothecated, and 
arrange for their regular transmission to the Bank of Eng- 
land. Calculating the allowance for interest and the advan- 
tage of the redemption of the bonds at par, it is estimated 
that subscribers to this loan will receive a rate of interest 
equal to about 11} per cent. The project has been received 
with considerable favour on the Stock Exchange, transactions 
taking place immediately after the announcement at 24 to ¢ 
premium, which price has been maintained, after some fluc- 
tuation, to the closing of the subscription lists this afternoon, 
The features which have chiefly attracted notice are the 
evident bona fides and legitimate character of the affair, as 
especially shown by the co-operation of the British Govern- 
ment, and their nomination, at the request of the Porte, of a 
Special Commissioner to ensure the stipulated application of 


the proceeds of the loan; the circumstance that it will not. 


actually add to the public debt of Turkey, but will substitute 
a fixed and regular charge for a floating and uncertain lia- 
bility ; and that from the large sinking fund and the regular 
provision for the interest, it affords peculiar advantages to 
the investor. The total applications received from the public, 
up to the close of the lists; have been for a total of nearly 
40,000,000/, being five times the sum required. The allot- 
ment will be proceeded with as soon as possible. 

The Bank of France yesterday lowered their rate of dis- 
count from 4 to 34 per cent. 

Considerable dissatisfaction is reported to have been 
caused in Prussia by the issue of a Royal decree converting 
the Four-and-a-Half per Cent. loan of 1850 and 1851 into a 
Four per Cent. stock.

The condition of the colony 
was stated to be prosperous, and an abundant harvest is 
looked for in the ensuing season. 

At a meeting of the Atlantic (Galway) Royal Mail 
Steam Company on Monday, the report stated that, in conse- 
quence of the intimation given by Lord Palmerston that he 
should be disposed to give a favourable consideration to their 
claims whenever they might be able to show that they had 
capital and shipping at command to create a reasonable pro- 
spect that they could fulfil their engagements, the Company 
had made strenuous efforts to provide an adequate fleet and 
to put their finances on a sound footing. The Board of 
Directors was reorganised last October, and the Company 
now have four steamers, giving one-third more tonnage and 
possessing a greater steam power than required by the Go- 
vernment contract. These vessels are the Adriatic, Hibernia, 
Columbia, and Anglia; and there are also three small sup- 
plementary steamers. The Adriatic is still under a remune- 
rative engagement to the Government, and is at present ice- 
bound at Cape Breton. ‘The others are undergoing extensive 
alterations, which are in course of completion. Of the 
600,0002 preference stock authorised to be raised, 419,0002 
has been taken and fully paid up, and the Directors have thus 
been enabled to liquidate nearly all outstanding liabilities. 
Under these circumstances, it is,intended to embrace the 
first fitting opportunity of applying for a restoration of the 
contract and subsidy, a result on which the Board fully rely. 
The balance sheet shows a total outlay of 812,600. After 
some discussion, the report was carried unanimously. 

At the meeting of the British American Land Company, 
the report and accounts were adopted. The sales of land 
have increased during the past year, and have been made at 
an improved average price per acre. It was explained that 
had it not been for the breaking out of the civil war in the 
United States, the results would have been even better than 
those exhibited. On behalf of the Directors it was, how- 
ever, intimated that the expectation is entertained of a 
much more satisfactory change shortly in the aspect of 
Canadian affairs through the loyalty manifested towards the 
mother country and the response made from this side.

Considerable heaviness has prevailed in the demand for goods in 
the manufacturing markets held this week; nevertheless, previous 

jons-have been mostly supported, owing, in some measure, 
to the limited stocks in warehouse. The iron trade has continued 
ina most inactive state, and the transactions in coals have been 
much restricted. The export inquiry for the latter article, how- 
ever, is tolerably firm. 

Maycnester, March 27. —The stagnation here seems to have 
increased to an extent which is said to have had no-equal for 
at least ten years. Prices accordingly have rather relaxed, and 
more'so in consequence of telegrams received yesterday from Cal- 
cutta to the 10th and from Bombay to the 12th inst., reporting 
dull and drooping markets there. But it has to be remarked that 
mostof the articles now offered at reduced rates are those made 
from inferior cotton, and buyers who might wish to act would find 
the greatest difficulty in meeting with standard qualities. One 
instance has been reported in which, out of a sale of 20,000 pieces 
of shirtings, 8,000 pieces had to be returned as unmerchantable 
from the defects introduced with Surats. From the same cause, 
sundry makers of repute, whose fabrics used to go forth with their 
name ormark attached, have ceased to use such distinction. A 
few, however, have suceeeded in effecting improvements which 
somewhat lessen the evil, by processes the Tength of which causes 
& much smaller amount of yarn and cloth to be produced, at the 
same time raising the cost nearly, if not quite, to that of consuming 
the American staple. With a view to such experiments, many 
niillsrecommenced full time some weeks ago, not a few of which, 
itis inferred, will close entirely as their material is exhausted. 
Yarn buyers for the Continent have this week been as passive as 
other classes, notwithstanding that the Frankfort fair lately termi- 
eabedemnenast unusually successful in regard to cotton manufac- 
ures.

LONDON MARKETS. 


STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
Marx Lang, Fripay Everina. 

Notwithstanding that only limited supplies of English wheat 
have been on offer in nearly the whole of the leading markets held 
this week, the demand for both red and white qualities has ruled 
heavy, and prices have given way fully lsper quarter. In fureign 
wheat—which has come forward freely—very little has been pass- 
ing, and the currencies have had a drooping tendency. The best 
samples of barley have realised previous rates ; but ye and 
distilling sorts have continued to favour buyers. No quotable 
change has taken place in the value of malt ; but the sale for it has 
been much restricted. For good and fine oats, the inquiry has 
ruled steady ; but low and damp parcels have commanded very 
little attention. Full average supplies having been on offer, both 
beans and peas have sold on rather easier terms. The flour trade 
has been devoid of apimation, owing to the large arrivals from 
America, and which have been pressed for sale at drooping prices. 

The French markets are well supplied with nearly all kinds of 
produce, in which only a limited business is doing, at further de- 
pressed rates. 

In America, the export demand for both wheat and flour has 
fallen off to some extent. We understand that only a limited 
quantity of wheat has lately been purchased in the North of Europe 
for spring shipment. The stocks, however, are represented as 
seasonably large. 

In Ireland, the wheat trade has continued in a most inactive 
state, and prices have not been supported. Barley and other kinds 
of spring corn, as well as flour, have moved off at barely previous 
rates. 

The Scotch markets have been heavy for wheat, and inferior 
samples have gone lower; whilst the downward movement in the 
value of other articles has not been wholly checked. 

These was very little fresh English wheat at Mark lane to-day, 
yet all qualities were much neglected, and prices were nominally 
the same as on Monday. In toreign wheat, however, sales pro- 
gressed somewhat more freely, at fully the late decline ian the 
quotations. Barley, oats, beans, and peas were in slow request, on

METROPOLITAN CATTLE MARKET. 


Monpary, March 24.—The total imports of foreign stock into London, last 
week, amounted to 2,768 head. In the corresponding period in 1861, 
we received 2,106; in 1860, 2,351; in 1859, 3,065; in 1858, 414; in 1857, 
1,094; and in 1856, 268 head. 

The show of foreign stock here, to-day, was only moderate ; but amongst 
it were about 800 German sheep, evidently crossed wirh some of our best 
breeds, in greatly improved condition. ‘They were taken off steadily, at 
good prices. From our own grazing districts, as well as from Scotland, 
the arrivals of beasts fresh up this morning were seasonably good as to 
number, and, generally speaking, of prime quality. Although the beef 
trade was by no means active, we have no change to notice in the quota- 
tions compared with Monday last. The best Scots and crosses were dis- 
posed of at 4s 6d per 8lbs. The receipts from Norfolk, Suffolk, Eseex, 
and Cambridgeshire amounted to 2,000 Scots, Shorthorns, and crosses ; 
from other parts of England, 750 various breeds; from Scotland, 380 
Scots and crosses; and from Ireland, 140 oxen and heifers. There was a 
moderate number of sheep in the pens, in greatly improved condition.
